Five dogs assigned to Column E of this report were used in non-clinical laboratory studies to 
evaluate the safety of test compounds in accordance to Food and Drug Administration 
requirements under Good Laboratory regulations 21 CFR 58. The animals were used on studies 
to determine the potential target organs of toxicity and no effect levels of test articles that 
were administered. These animals exhibited one or more clinical signs on one or more days that 
included diarrhea, weight loss, and/or decreased activity. The dogs were not given other drugs 
such as analgesics or sedatives that might cause reversal of histological toxic effects of test 
article or induce their own inherent toxicities or drug-drug interactions. Animals were, however, 
provided fluids, nutritional supplements and other palliative care that mitigated these signs.

Twenty-two Macaco mulatto, Category C, undervi/ent reward-based food, but not fluid, regulation to 
optimize learning. Animals were given a reduced ration of standard monkey feed during the testing period 
of up to five days per week, but provided supplemental food and enrichment treats daily. Based on daily 
assessment, the total amount and variety of food consumed was sufficient to maintain the animals' health 
and well-being. Animals were returned to full feed when not on study. 


Watering 

Three Macaco mulatto, Category C, and Thirteen Macacca mulatto. Category D, underwent reward-based 
water, but not food, regulation to optimize learning. Fluid intake, sufficient to maintain the animals' 
health and well-being, based on daily assessments, was accomplished by permitting the animals to earn 
fluid to satiety each day or an amount similar to the animal's average daily fluid intake during behavioral 
training and testing periods. Animals were returned to full water when not on study. 


Single Housing 

Six Macaco mulatto, Category D were singly housed with touch contact while participating in a self- 
administration drug study. When off-study the animals were returned to social housing.
